THE ‘MALARIA CAPACITY OF 


A MOSQUITO. 

ISEBASE spreading mosquitoes bite 
more than one person. Otherwise 
they woyld not spread disease, 
A female anophelene mosquito, 
having bitten a person suffering 

from ‘malaria, must bite a person sus- 
ceptible to malaria in order to complete 
the chain. 

Mr. Mitemain of the public heaith 
service has recently added to our knowl- 
Mize of moequitoes as spreaders of 
malaria. On Jan. 17 he started his ex- 
periments by taking charge of a man 
with malaria. The man had not been 
treated. Examining his blood he found 
that the malaria! organisms were not 
in the stage in which they can infect 
mosquitoes. The parasites present were 
in the chill producing, not the mosquito 
infecting stage On Jan. 20 he found 
that the parasites were entering the 
‘proper stage. On Feb. 6 and 7 he per 
mitted female anophelene mosquitoes to 
bite his patient. On Feb. 17 he per- 
mitted one of the mosquitoes to bite a 
susceptible person. 

It takes about ten days. for the mala- 


ready to tnfect human beings. These 
mosquitoes were allowed to bite sus 
ceptible people from Feb. 17 to March 
3. From thirteen to nineteen days after 
being bitten the infected people com- 
menced having chill 

It takes about two weeks for the para- 
sites in an infected person to become 
numerous enough to produce a chill. 
Mitemain found that a single infected 


mosquito could give chilis to several 
persons. Mosquito No. 23 alone in- 
fected three persons. No, 24 alone in- 
fected one person. Nos 23 and 24 to- 
gether infected five persons. Nos 24 
and 2 infected four persons. One thor- 
oughly infected mosquite therefore can 
infect several persons. 

When a mosquito bites she injects 
some of her saliva into the wound, This 
is the cause of the pam and swelling. 
An infected mosquito injects malarial 
parasites with the saliva into the 
wound. The injectién of the parasites 
Starts with the beginning of the. bite 
and continues so long as the biting con- 
tinues if the supply of parasites holds 
out. Therefore, a man can be infeeted 
by a slight.“ nip’ from a mosquito, 
although a longer bite is liavle to result 
m a heavier infection. Even if a mos- 
quito empties her available supply of 
tmalartel parasites into one man she 
may infect a second man a few hours 
or a ten days later, through a newly 
developed lot of parasites. 

‘In ordinary weather an tnfected mos- 
quite retains her ability to infect with 
malaria for at least twentyive days. 
Possibly she may retain ik longer, 
though the fact has not been proven. 
An anophelene mosquito may survive 
without partaking of blood for sixty- 
seven days, though under normal con-

Not to be outdone, cheese dealers added 
to the cost of their product, with the re- 
suit that American cheese sold at 20 to 
21% cents a pound, against 18% to 14% 
cents a year ago.
